1 . This communication is in response to applicant's 01/17/2005 Amendment in the 
application of Stanforth et al. for a "Prioritized-routing for an ad-hoc, peer-to-peer, mobile radio 
access system based on battery-power levels and type of service" filed 06/15/2001. This 
application is a CIP of 09/815,164 filed 03/22/2001 is now US Patent # 6,873,839. The 
proposed amendment to the claims and response have been entered and made of record. Claims 

1. 5, 12, and 16 have been amended to correct a limitation in patentable sense. Therefore, 
examiner has withdrawn the Objections of record to the claims. Applicant's response with 
regard to the rejection are persuasive. Furthermore, the terminal disclaimer filed on 01/17/2006 
disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent granted on this application which would extend 
beyond the expiration date of U.S. Patent No. 6,873,839 filed 03/22/2001 and issued 03/29/2005 
has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

2. Claims 1-20 are allowable as evident by applicant's amendment. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
application is deemed to be directed to a no obvious improvement over the prior art of record. 
The improvement comprises a method of routing a call in an ad-hoc, peer-to-peer radio system, 
which radio system comprising a series of radio terminals, each said for use as a node to a call 
made from a source-terminal, said method comprising: (a) transmitting one of voice-type, video- 
type and data-type over a routing path of said terminals serving as nodes; (b) determining the 
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class-of-service of the call; (c) said step (b) comprising determining which one of said voice- 
type, video-type, and data-type is to be transmitted by the call; (d) selecting a routing path based 
on said step (c); (e) said step (c) comprising basing its decision of a routing path based on latency 
and bitter error rate, as specifically recited in the claims..
